Army officers have,unless unnatural, a very small idea 
of art or numismatics,. The board is , or should be, chiefly;

. Just because I am a F.R.N.S. I do not 
assume that gives me the right to bombard its good- 
natured secretary with constant and frequent letters, 

Here in Boston I have no Gillingham or any other 
person equally interested in these subjects to talk 
things over with so I have to burst’into print to 
ease my mind and gain enlightenment, 

While I realize that the F.A.Com. must decide or 
pass upon ART in the general sense- hence the general 
make-up of the board- I still feel that medals and 
coins are worthy of special study and attention and — 
cannot be intelligently judged by men who, by virtue 
of their professions, are , so to speak, a committee 
of the whole, The majority of things that they are 
required to pass upon are architectural or matters 
of tablets or statues and the like which usually are 
contributary to some general scheme where all such 
must be considered as to the relation, one to the 
other, While the personnel of the F.A.C. is such 
as to argue well for artistic results, I do not feel 
that ARTISTRY is the only qualification that such a 
board should have, 

I feel personally that numismatists have not in 
this country been adequately recognized as they 
should have been, A numismatist is one who has 
made a study of matters pertaining to medals or coins 
and, therefore, may properly be considered as one 
who might have some knowledge,technical and otherwise 
of the subject, There is more than artistry to do 
with numismatics, I am not a judge of coins but

I am also much at sea as to the actual point 
where the question of design begins in this much 
complicated govermmental machinery, You say in 
your recent letter, "As you know,their power is very 
limited and the utmost they ean do ig to withold 
their approval from something which is submitted,” 

The Secy. of War states in his letter after 
referring to powers of the proposed joint board 
of officers and their possible recommendations, 
"Should Congtess the authorize the award of new ot 
medals and decorations, the question of their design 
would be submitted to the Commission of Fine Arts, 
not to a board of Army and Navy officers," 

Glancing at the F.A.C, report for 1919-1921, I 
gee on page 125 in the last par. detailing the 
order of Pres, Harding on 7/28/21, " It is hereby 
ordered that essential matters relating to the 
design of medals,insignia, and coins produced (?) 
by the executive departments........-Shall be sub- 
mitted to the Comm. of F.A. for advice as to the 
merits of such designs before the executive officer 
having charge of the same shall approve thereof,‘ 


Somewhere in the process of governmental work 
towards revision of old awards or the establishment 
of new ones the question of design arises and I am 
probably am not in the possession of the normal .

Somewhere from — 
the start in matters relating to new designs of © j 
coins or medals there should be expert numismatis 
advice, I as I have said, am not competent to 
say where it should come in, 

If the Government wants advice in matters relatin, 
to sanitation, it does not call in a radio expert, 

If a new type of aeroplane is projected , a 
chiropodist is not thought of as of possible help 
to the end, This comparison may be overdrawn (and | 
is) but I feel that numismatists can assist full 
as much in things architectural as architects can 
in things numismatic, To be sure,the board as 
composed has the artistic temperament but what do 
they. know about the previous attainments in such 
matters? The study of numismatics is as serious and 
exclusive as that of sculpture, painting or archi- 
tecture, Each is a science of its own and seldom, 
if ever, does an expert in one profession have more 
than a superficial owledge of another, 
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As the situation is now, I suppose we must accept 
the process as the Govermment has ordained whether 
we like it or nob or whether we think it just.

’ I certainly do appreciate your kind 
forbearance with my long eruptions and your kind 
and thoughtful attention to them, This I do not 
want you to answer-you have done enough, 

My kmowledge relative to the functions of the 
Fine Art Commission was gained from perusing their 
report which does not make clear the preliminaries 
to their judgement. No doubt the Commission did 
not think such detail essential, We are indeed 
fortunate to have a man of such a comprehensive 
mind as Mr, Fraser on the board but I still think 
that ALL the details of both coins and medals is 
too much for any one man to cope with. Good man, 
tho he be, he cannot have more than a superficial 
knowledge of either. My only hope(and which I shall 
keep hammering at) is that when any thing numismatice 
is contemplated by any dept. at Washington, some 
numismatist qualified by virtue of his study of the 
particular object in view be called in to advise or 
suggest as to the necessary details, This not only 
recognizes the science but, if the advisor is well 
selected, gives the Govt, the chance to lean back 
and say,"We had the best advice possible from recog- 
nized authorities, What more could we do 7?" Now, as 
it is, they know their position is so without the) 
proper foundation, all they say is , "G.T.H." 

Yes, I know the specifications for our coinage 
designs but sculptors will give the emphasis to the 
actual design of Liberty or the eagle, Why don't 

they letter the design first-as that MUST appear 
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clear and pronounced to satisfy our sentiment then 
subordinate the design to meet that requirement ? 

As it is now we have an eagle or a Liberty so 
large that to squeeze in the lettering is a problem. 

It-is tucked in, apparently, wherever there is a 
space, “Peace” in the last dollar is the Key-note ~ 
ef the issue, yet it was subordinated to the design, 

By DESIGN i mean here and above the general make-up 
exclusive of lettering, 

We much incline these days to the MISSION form of 
design-like the furniture of thet description, now in 
. the discard-stiff, formal,square corners, straight 
lines and the like. It may be of the present-day 
school but: is not classic, The rays of the dawn 
of peace and the spikes on Liberty's crown on the 
Peace Dollar look more like tooth-picks or bayonets, 

A softer treatment of the idea could have been 
made and GOD might have had a better emphasis that 
what has been given us, The motto looks like INGOD. 

I like the Head of Liberty and the eagle but both 
should have been,subordinated to improve the design of 
our coins, If these had tecm made with this idea in 
view I think the result would have been acceptable, . 

Yes, I have the courage to carry our cause into 
the enemy's camp and will “carry on", What effect 
such will have is doubtful but. if we fail it will not 
be for lack of making a try, Answer this letter at
